Men on Firing Line in France 
are not Forgotten. 


Pershing’s Troops Help to 
Please Children. 


Red Cross Aids in Cheer for 
Camps in France.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Monday, Dec. 24.-— 
The American expeditionary force 
tonight capitulated to Santa Claus. 
With a light snow falling, every man 
in Gen. Pershing’s army—‘dough 
boys,” cavalrymen, artillerymen, ma- 
rine engineers, “mule skinners’”— 
stopped work as the sun went down 
and started in to do the bidding of 
the jovial saint temporarily in 
command. 

First, there was a rush to open 
the Christmas pakages from home, 
for during the day mail truck after 
mail truck had arrived in the various 
town where the troops are quartered, 
loaded to the top with presents. The 
mall arrived at the base port late 
and extraordinary efforts were made 
to get it to the soldiers promptly. 
So, many a lonely American fighter 
who had about come to the conciu- 
ston that his friends at home had 
forgotten him had cause to rejoice. 
With their new sweaters on, new 
pipes. in their teeth, some of them 
smoking fragrant cigars, the men 
of the army then set to work in 
earnest making it merry for the 
children of France. 

At some distance from the Amer- 
ican zone the railway engineers at 
the British front and other engineers 
at the French front were spending 
their Christmas Eve under fire, but 
even there the children of near-by 
neighborhoods were being cared for. 
It was in the headquarters town of 
the first division to land on French 
sol] that the most elaborate enter- 
tainment was held, however. Be- 
cause of the church there was pretty 
small, the Y.M.C.A. hut was com- 
mandeered. During the afternoon 
the American officers and women 
worked herd erecting a gigantic 
Christmas tree and decorating it, 
while sentries posted outside kept 
inquisitive youngsters at a safe dis- 
tance. Finally the doors were 
opened and the procession filed in. 
each littie French boy and giri 
dressed in his or her best and ac- 
companied by the mother, or, in the 
case of the little refugees whose 
mothers and fathers are missing, by 
the woman who is caring for them. 

There was a tense air of expec- 
tancy until) the lights were suddenly 
flashed on and the trees and Santa 
Claus revealed. The revelation was 
the signal for a chorus of shrill 
Joyful cries the assembied 
youngsters, who were all eyes for 
the tree, with its glittering tinse! set 
off here and there by the customary 
red, white, green and purple lights 
Crossed American and French flags 
were numerousiy displayed and 
from every branch there hung boxes 
of candy, jumping jacks with candy 
sticks, drums, dolis and other play- 
things and a plentiful sprinkling of 
apples and oranges. Piled high at 
the base of the trees there were 
many boxes containing toy soldiers, 
guns, uniforms, tops, sewing sete, 
heavy woolen mittens, mufflers, 
warm coats, dresses and shoes. 

Then the real, live Santa Claus, 
who tn reality was none other than 
the French interpreter at headquar- 
tera, stepped out. His springing ac- 
tivity called forth another appreci- 
ative chorus from the youngsters and 
he host of khaki-clad soldiers stand- 
ing in the rear, some of them stil! 
covered with the mud of the training 
grounds, grinned as they heard the 
children shout. 

The only reason any soldier of the 
division was absent from the cele- 
bration was because there wasn’t 
room for him to crowd in. For it 
Was the men themselves who pro- 
vided the bulk of the moneyand they 
naturally were eager to see the chil- 
dren being made happy by the sol- 
diers’ gifts. Each of these gifts had 
been intended to fill as nearly as 
possible the heart's desire of the 
dividual child, and as quickly as 
the child's name was called from 
the box containing the present, the 
smiling, bashful citizen of France 
walked up and received it. Then 
Santa Claus’s assistants, who were 
certain designated soldiers, distribu- 
ted ag candy, fruit and small toys 
te all. 

There were entertainments of a 
similar nature throughout the army 
rone on Ghristmas Eve, while the 
festivities were planned for Christ- 
mas Day at some places. 

The men themselves, in addition 
to the presents they received from 
relatives and friends, got many 
from other sources, such as the Red 
Cross and the tobacco fund, which 
latter distributed quantities of 
“smokes” on behalf of many news- 
papers fn the United States. MDe- 
spite the fact that there was a tur- 
key famine, many of the units man- 
aged to purchase a number of these 
“birds” in France, while others who 
were less fortunate were provided 
with chicken” or goose, so that 
Christmas promised a day of “big- 
eats” in the zone.

HOOVER MAKES 
TRITE REPLY. 


Shipments Lessened by Trade 
with Europe. 


Allies Called Heavily Upon 
Supplies at Home. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25. — Food 
Administrator Hoover's statement on 
the sugar situation, which he tried 
unsuccessfully to get before the Sen- 
ete committee investigating the su- 
gar shortage, was made public to- 
night by the White House. It attrib- 
utes the shortage here to the heavy 
movement of sugar from the western 
hemisphere to Europe and asserts 
that without the fixing of prices by 
agreement sugar would have been 
selling for 25 or 30 cents a pound 
and more than $200,000,000 would 
have been  profiteered from the 
American people by this time. 

The statement contains the Food 
Administrator's reply to charges 
made before the committee by Claus 
Spreckels, president of the Federal! 
Refining Company, that the sugar 
situation was mismanaged, and sets 
forth in detail] the administration's 
efforts to keep suger prices down 
while supplying large quantities to 
the Allies. 

The committee, of which Senator 
Reed is chairman, not only has re- 
fused to make the statement a part 
of the Congressional record, but has 
declined thus far to permit Hoover 
to take the stand to answer Spreck- 
els's charges. When the hearing is 
resumed Friday, however, it is un- 
derstood Mr. Hoover will be permit- 
ted to tell his story. 

At the outset the statement presents 
the world sugar situation asit existed 
prior to the European war. The Al- 
lies then produced much of their 
own supplies and purchased the re- 
mainder from Germany. Before the 
war they took only 300,000 tons an- 
the western hemi- 
sphere. This year they have taken 
1,400,000 tons. 

THE REAL CAUSE. 

“That.” says the Food Adminis- 
trator, “is the cause of the sugar 
shortage, and nothing else.” 

The statement says the Food Ad- 
ministration has handled the situa- 
tien with a view of sustaining the 
morale of France and England, 
where the sugar ration has been ex- 
tremely low for months, and at the 
same time preventing a jump in 
price to 20 or 25 cents here. 

Since the Food Administration was 
created in August, the United States 
has exported to the Allies 110,356 
tons of refined sugar, and in the 
same period Cuba has shipped to 
Burope 246,133 tons of raw product. 
This, it is dectared, is just the 
amount of the shortage in the 
United States. 

Even with these shipments, it is 
pointed out, the supply in England 
and France has been inadequate. 
Consumption in England has been 
reduced to twenty-four pounds a 
year for each person, and in France 
to fourteen pounds, against a con- 
pg in America of fifty-five 
pounds. 

The shortage, the Food Adminis- 
trator declares, will continue dur- 
ing next year, as it is the duty of 
the United States to continue to feed 
the Allies

MILD WEATHER ASSISTS 
AUSTRIAN MANEUVERS. 


Conditions Permit Central Powers’ Armies 
to Keep Open Lines of Communication.

| TERS IN NORTHERN ITALY, 
Dec. 25.—The entire mountain

As to the fixing of sugar prices, 
the Food Administrator has this to 
say: 
“In order to prevent profiteering 
out of the situation the Food Ad- 
ministration considered strong ac- 
tion was necessary and imposed a 
maximum profit on refiners and 
wholesalers. The refiners’ margin 
was $1.84 per hundred, and nine 
months before the Food Administra- 
tion came into existence it was re- 
duced to $1.30 and a saving of more 
than $25,000,000 per annum was ef- 
fected. 

THE NET RESULTS. 


“As a further precaution against 
profiteering, the administration ob- 
tained a voluntary agreement with 
the beet sugar factories that they 
would not sell sugar at more than 

7.25 a hundred pounds, seaboard. 
Some Who already had contracted 
at $9 rescinded their contracts. This 
was followed by similar agreements 
as to Louls Cuban and Hawai- 
lan arrivals. 

“The net result of these voluntary 
agreements Was to reduce the rul- 
ing price of sugar 1% cents west 
of the Mississipp! and north of the 
Ohio, and 1 cent to the Atlantic. 
Had these arrangements not been 
made, sugar would have risen to 25 
or 30 cents a pound. 

“Numerous prosecutions have 
been started against firms which 
have sold sugar at prices of 15 and 
20 cents. 

“The consumers’ sugar bill from 
the time restraints were imposed un- 
til January 1 will be about $180,000,- 
000. Every cent a pound rise means 
about $18,000,000. Twenty - cent 
sugar would have meant about 
$180,000,000 profiteered from the 
American consumer. There Was no 
other way under the law to prevent 
profiteering except by voluntary 
agreement, as the food bill carried 
no power to fix prices. These agree- 
ments have of necessity been made 
with the old manufacturers, includ- 
ing the sugar trust. 

“Independent refiners are repre- 
sented by majority on a committee 
whose duty it is to divide the’ im- 
ported sugar between all equitably. 
This committee has no price-fixing 
power; it has solely to do with dis- 
tribution. The independent refiners 
who have been fighting the trust 
for years could be depended on to 
watch any unfair action. 

APPEAL OF PREJUDICE. 

“An appeal of prejudice has been 
made against the Food Administra- 
tion because the admission price is 
34 cents above that which prevailed 
in 1917 prior to September 1. It 
has been said in effect that the Cu- 
bans are at our mercy, that we 
could get sugar one cent lower. We 
made an exhaustive study of the 
cost of producing sugar in Cuba last 
year through our own agents in 
Cuba. We found that an average 
profit of at least 1 cent per pound 
was necessary in order to maintain 
and stimulate production or that a 
minimum price of $4.37 was neces- 
sary, and even this would stifle some 
producers. The price ultimately 
agreed upon was 23 cents above 
these figures, or about one-fifth of a 
cent per pound to the American 
consumer and more than this 
amount has been saved by our re- 
cuction in refiners’ profits and in 
net result sugar would be 1 cent 
cheaper to the Atlantic consumer 
next year than now.

The statement recounts the Food 
Administration's efforte to reduce 
consumption to avert the shortage, 
which was foreseen in the summer. 

REDUCES CONSUMPTION. 

“The Food Administration has 
conducted a systematic campaign 
for the reduction of individual sugar 
consumption.” says the statement. 


“The reduction has shown in the 
decrease in candy sales, et cetera, but 
on the other hand a similar cam- 
paign for the preservation of fruit 
has increased consumption in that 
diréction—but will reduce consump- 
tion later on. .. . 

“Taking into consideration all fac- 
tors, it is not certain that there has 
been any increase in actual con- 
sumption and considering the in- 
creased canning use there may have 
been a decrease.” 

Mr. Hoover emphatically denies 
charges that George M. Rolph, head 
of the Food Administration's sugar 
division, endeavored to benefit the 
California refinery, of which he is 
head, through the arrangement of 
the Cuban price.

Mrs. June D. Modjeska Alleged to Have 
Tried to Poison Herself. 


DDING another chapter, which | 
came near to being the last, 
to a story of infelicity, which

cities of the United States for nearly 
two years, Mrs. June Doty Modjeska 
is alleged to have attempted to 
end her life by swallowing polson 
ant paste in her home, No. 1150 In- 
Sraham street, last night. She was 
hurried to the Receiving Hospital 
where she was treated by Assistant 
Police Surgeons Stadiield and 
Conerty, whose report declared that 


She had taken the polson with 
“suicidal intent.” 
According to the statement of 


Corp. Lester A. Kemp, Company C, 
Twenty-first Infantry, who Was with 
her last evening, he and Mrs. Mod- 
jeska had been friends for some time. 
lie declared that he accepted an in- 
vitation to dine with her last night 
at her apartments. Following the 
dinner, Mrs. Mo@jeeka is said to have 
left the dinitng-room, later return- 
ing with the statement that she had 
taken poison, giving no explanation. 


| He called the Recelving Hospital and 
Detectives McDuff and Phillips re- 
sponded. 

They rushed the woman to the 
hospital, where she was given treat- 
ment. Her talk was incoherent, but 
she continued to mutter, over and 
over, “I do not like that man.” Who 
She meant could not be learned. 
When she regained partiat con- 
sciousness, she called for her family 
Physician, Dr. J. B. Renshaw, who 
ordered her removed to her home 
at a late hour. Dr. Renshaw could 
advance no reason for the woman’s 
act. 

With her at the time of her al- 
leged attempt to end her life, in ad- 
dition to Corp. Kemp, were her two 
children. 

Mrs. Modjeska figured in ‘many 
sensationa!] incidents in Los Angeles, 
Chicago and New York last year and 
until she filed a suit for divorce from 
Felix Modjeska, grandson of Mme. 
Helena Modijeska, the Polish actress, 
here last August.

rectly. The bureau of markets, how- 
ever, has given out a statment that 
it counts on the full and hearty co- 
operation of all that may be con- 
cerned in the matter, and the gov- 
ernment believes that there will be 
few cases of infringement of the 
rules laid down.

The withdrawal of millions of men 
in the Allied nations from the flelds

It is estimated that in the city 
of Los Angeles alone over 50090 in- 
dividuals and concerns will have to 
fill out the questionnaires. The first 
schedules are just beginning to ar- 
rive and in another day or two 
should be in the hands of all deal- 
ers on the mailing list of the gov- 
ernment. 

Californians seldom appreciate 
the fact that this State is one of the 
greatest food-producing sections in 
the entire world and is being de- 
pended upon by Uncle Sam to take 
care of a large part of the food bur- 
den of the Allies. Dealers and dis- 
tributors of food in this city always 
have been willing to go more than 
the full way to help the govern- 
ment, and, according to a number of 
prominent wholesale houses, produce 
dealers and jobbers who have been 
interviewed, an effort will be made 
to send the filled-out reports back 
to the government with all possible 
dispatch. Not a_single case for gov- 
ernment prosecution is to be allowed 
in this city, if the Produce iHxchange 
of Los Angeles and other organiza- 
tions.of food handlers can help it.

PURGE LIBRARY OF 
GERMAN LITERATURE. 
LONG REACH TAKES DRASTIC 


STEP IN ELIMINATING 
TEUTONIC BOOKS. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LONG BEACH, Dec. 25.-—-All pro- 
German literature of Teuton propa- 
ganda or argumentive nature that 
crept into the archives of the Long 
Beach public library before the war 
has been ousted by Miss = Zaidee 
Brown, city librarian. The discarded 
writings Include works by some of 
the most learned and prominent 
German scientists and authors. 
Nothing that could be construed as 
being of a seditious nature has been 
overlooked. 

The general combing over of 
the shelves of the local Carnegie in- 
stitution took place when it was re- 
pro-German reading 


ported that 
matter had been discovered by 
someone. A number of pamphiets 


printed before America entered the 
war and stating the German side of 
the controversy, were found and im- 
mediately destroyed. 

OUST PROPAGANDA. 

The library officials took the stand 
that while a library is a public in- 
stitution for public education and in- 
formation it ought, in normal 
times, to offer for the public the 
facts and arguments of both sides 
of a controversy, that now that 
America is at war with an arch 
enemy of democracy and civilization 
a public library in this country has 


no right, from a patriotic stand- 
point, to become a distributing depot 
for pro-German literature. 

In addition to scores of pamphiets 
and magazines of a Teutonic nature 
thrown out of the local library, the 
following late books were barred: 


“Neutrality,” by 8. Ivor Stevens, 
ridiculing the United States; “The 
War in America,” by Hugo Muen- 
sterberg, the Harvard professor, in 


which is set forth the alleged justi- 


fication of German ideals: “The Is- 
sue.” by J. W. Headiam; “The Ger- 
man Spirit,” by Kuno Francke, pro- 
fessor of history and German cul- 
ture of Harvard University. 
HARBOR CLEARED.

WHAT SHALL WE DO TO BE SAVED? 


ONFRONTED by the prospect of a loss of $4,000,000 a year in State 
(; revenue through the Federal operation of railroads, the California tax- 
payer is beginning to realize the burden he assumed when he pledged 
his renewed allegiance in the last State election to the most extravagant, ex- 
pensive and wasteful State government in the history of American common- 
wealths. California now expends $36,000,000 a year on State government 
alone. It is the highest per capita expenditure known since the Civil War. 
Every attempt to reduce appropriations at the last session of the Legislature 
was frustrated by the overfed and arrogant State machine with its forty fat 
commissions (male and female.) In place of a reduction the biennial expense 
of State government was increased more than $5,000,000. 63 

California oversubscribed by almost 50 per cent. its allotment for Liberty 
Bonds. Asked to contribute $3,000,000 to the Red Cross fund, it gave 
that sum and almost a million more. Its quotas for the Liberty Army have 
been more than filled. The loyal citizens of the State are prepared to make 
even greater sacrihces to end the present world war by winning it; but they 
have a right to discriminate between money expended for a patriotic cause 
and millions wasted by the forty fat commissions (male and female) that 
have more than doubled the cost of government in six years and haye ren- 
dered business life almost intolerable. - 

All the taxes paid by the railroads go to the support of the State gov- 
ernment. The steam and electric roads pay about $7,000,000 a year in 
State taxes. If the operation of the steam roads is assumed by the Federal 
government there will be a loss of $4,000,000 a year in revenue.to the State. 
This deficit must be met in one of two ways: the cost of State government 
must be reduced $4,000,000 annually or the private taxpayers of the State 
must be mulcted for another $4,000,000 a year to feed the voracious pay- 
roll brigade. There are already rumors of a special session of the Legislature 
in case the Federal government should assume the operation of the railroads 
as a war measure; but the avowed object of the special session is to levy an 
ad valorem tax that will raise $4,000,000 a year in State revenue. Whoever 
talks of reducing the cost of the State government is accused of treason to the 
Progressive cause and the policies of Senator Johnson. 


II, 

HILE prospects for this special session are discussed candidates are also 
W eciting in line for next year's legislative elections. The old Johnson ma- 

chine is being rebuilt and the pay-roll brigade has started its missionary 
work in every California district. The slogan of the machine is “No retrench- 
ment."" The forty fat commissions must not be disturbed so long as there are 
enough taxpayers left in the State to foot the bills. It is the same machine and 
the same methods that have won three successive State elections; its organiza- 
tion is as nearly perfect as any organization based on material interests, per- 
sonal aggrandizement, prejudice, ignorance, fanaticism and graft can be made. 
It begins with a nucleus of more than 6000 salaried State employees who 
hold their places by reason of political preference and who are accustomed to 
work four hours daily for the State and five hours fer the political party in 
control of the State machine. To this force of meréenaries must be added the 
thousands who profit in a business way from the favors of the State commis- 
sions. These are the preferential bidders for State contracts, attorneys who 
make their thousands a year practicing before the State commissions, bank- 
ers who profit from the handling of the $36,000,000 expended annually by 
the State, and little political cliques in county and city politics that make of- 
fensive and defensive—but always offensive to the taxpayer—alliances with 
the State machine. 

By reason of the direct primary, this organization has become a powerful 
menace to good government. It is in politics solely for the money to be 
made out of it. The forty commissions are handled much like armored tanks 
to crush the opposition. While the taxpayers are complaining the taxeaters 
are hustling, and their organization is so formidable that one can scarcely hope 
to crush it in a single campaign. 

One victory has already been won, however, by the taxpayers. They 
have penetrated the camouflage of “good government” and “human rights,” 
so adroitly spread to hide the ravages of the destructive commissions. The 
commissions stand forth as rapacious mercenaries. Correct diagnosis of a mal- 
ady is an important preliminary, but a diagnosis must not be confounded with a 
remedy. The State machine has worked for six years to intrench itself in 
public office. Self-interest is a powerful stimulant; it feeds an ambition that 
“rises earlier than virtue and retires later than vice,’ and self-interest has 
enabled the machine to fasten its hold on every department of the State gov- 
ernment, to rewrite much of the State Constitution and to frame statutes 
place the unorganized taxpayers of the State at the mercy of the political mer- 
cenaries. Taxpayers faltering under the burden of increased State expense 
may well ask each other, ““What shall we do to be saved?” sn 

Weeding out useless commissions and unjust laws is bound to be a slow 
process. Many of the commissions draw their authority from amendments to 
the State Constitution. Those amendments can be repealed only by a vote of 
the whole people. The time is not remote when The Times was denounced 
by a string of 126 subsidized Progressive papers for publishing the statement 
that the cost of State government had doubled in five years and that the per 
capita cost of State government was higher in California than anywhere else 
in the Union. Both these statements were denied in toto by the Progressive 
platform speakers and the Progressive press. Thousands of taxpayers prob- 
ably really believed that The Times had been guilty of a misstatement of facts. 
But every figure quoted by The Times has been repeated by the State Con- 
troller and the State Treasurer in their annual reports. The subsidized news- 
papers no longer dare attempt to deceive their readers by further falsifying 
public records. California's extravagant commissions and freak laws have 
become bywords in other States; they have attained the notoriety of a sarcas- 
tic reference by Bonar Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer of Great Britain, in 
a recent debate in the House of Commons. The word California is even used 
at times as a synonym for governmental profligacy. Press reports of the sit- 
tings of the New York and Massachusetts constitutional conventions relate 
that when some wildly freakish measure would be proposed delegates would 
cry, “Take that out to California!" Plainly, the time has arrived for a new 
deal which will permit the taxpayer to have a voice in the expenditure of his 
own money.

ES, THE COURSE of reform in California will be over the mountain 
7 route; the paved highways are all reserved for the State machine. 
It is not possible to change the whole State government overnight; 
sudden reforms are like mushroom growths or New Year's resolutions. 
Before there can be a return to sane, constructive government there must be a 


new deal in the executive, legislative and judicial departments. Business experi- 


ence and proved ability must replace politics. There must be a chief executive 
who will direct the government in the interests of the taxpayers rather than the 
tax-eaters. Men must be elected to the Legislature who will possess the courage 
and the integrity necessary to disregard the threats and bribes of the State ma- 
chine and to wipe out in a single legislative session at least half the forty fat 
commissions for whose maintenance each taxpayer contributes annually a sum 
equal to two weeks average pay. There must be men who will propose leg- 
islation that will remove from the taxpayers the perpetual menace of the single 
tax, men who will not fear to lay the ax at the root of the tree of direct legis- 
lation. And courts to back them up! 

+ Great wars, like scourges of nature, often have the effect of removing the 
barnacles from a government. While they are in progress trivialities are for- 
gotten and things essential receive a just consideration. International con- 
flicts are crucibles in which gold and steel are purged of dross. The present 
war has already served the purpose of opening the eyes of tens of thousands 
in California to the real friends and foes of democracy. The partisans of lip 
loyalty have been revealed and exposed; the average citizen has reached a 
state of mind which will no longer tolerate slackers and visionaries. He knows 
what he wants and is forming some practical ideas about getting it. One of 
the first of his desires is a sane and economical administration of internal 
affairs in order that the progress of the war may not be impeded. He is the 
sworn enemy of the drones on the State commissions, “who toil not, neither 
do they spin,”’ yet Solomon in all his glory displayed not the arrogance of one 
of these. 

If California is to be regenerated men of brains, honor and business acu- 
men must be induced to stand for public office. Retrenchment must begin at the 
polls. The present machine ‘is incapable of reforming itself; the tax-eaters 
will never Vote themselves out of office, nor will the forty commissions commit 
voluntary suicide. The first opportune field day for destroying the govern- 
mental drones will be that of the next State primary. It is not too early to

REAL PIONEERS. 

It was peculiarly fitting that the monw 
ment which marks the conjunction of the 
two great trails—the Santa Fe and the Salt 
Lake—over which the pioneers of the West 
Tirst entered California, should have been 
erected and unveiled by the San Bernardino 
Society of Pioneers. It is doubtful whetber 


any other organization of this character . 


in the United States carries on its rolls the 
names of 60 many rea! ploneers—-men who 
braved the dangers of the great unknown 
deserts and trod the first paths across 
mountain and plain. 

As first organized, this society took in 
only those who became residents of this 
State prior to December 31, 1850. This 
date was later changed to 1860, and the 
sons of pioneer settiers were included 
Among the names of the original founders 
of this society were many who wefe true 
argonauts. Its first president, George Lord, 
came to this State in 1849. He died in 1898 
at the age of 97. John Brown, Sr., another 
of its founders, was a Mexican war veteran 
and a trapper and hunter of wide fame, com- 
panion and associate of Kit Carson, Alex- 
ander Godey and Joe Bridger. J. W. Waters 
was another of the New Mexico band of 
trappers which® traversed the heart of the 
Rockies long before Fremont became a 
“pathfinder.” David Seeley, W. F. Hol- 
comb, Sidney P. Waite, Sheldon Stoddard, 
N. P. Barp and many other members of 
thig society were among the ‘49ers and 
made the early history of San Pernardino 
county. 

Since ite organization fn 1888 this society 
has held weekly meetings which have been 
remarkable for the manifestation of the 
real ploneer spirit of friendly comradeship 
Not only has this Pioneer society gathered 
and preserved much valuable historical 
data and many priceless relics of the past, 
it has not only fostered and aided in keeping 
fresh memories of the past, and given to 
San Bernardino city and county some last- 
ing monuments of pioneer days, such as the 
monument just erected. It has been a lead- 
ing factor in preserving genuine patriotism, 
taking part and often leading the way, in 
observing patriotic and historical days and 
occasions. 

Its happy observance of birthdays and an- 
niversaries, its picnics and campjng parties, 
bave brightened and sustained the last days 
of many @ patriarch. As a matter of fact, 
this organization and its spirit of heipful 
fraternity have been a bright spot in the lives 


of many a sad and broken life; and many an’ 


old settler, otherwise friendless and forgot- 
ten, has been cared for and received fitting 
burial through the Pioneer Society. 

Honor is due to the men and women who 
have de the San Bernardino Soctety of 
Pioneérs one of the unique and useful or 
ganizations of the country. They have done 
a good service in perpetuating a history 
which is one of the most marvelous in our 
annals—the story of the “tr@ils" which were 


first trodden across our continent.
